The fire was caused by 
the explosion of a gasoline torch used by Engineer Jim G o d ­ 
win in starting the gasoline engine, which is a p art of the re­

and 
spreading 
the flames 
when 
the 
torch 
was ignited. 
Mr. Godwin suffered slightly burnt hands in 
the endeavor to quench the flames and then called the fire d e ­ 
partment to his aid.

PURCHASING POWER OF MONEY IS 
CONTROLLED BY DISCOUNT RATE 


{Special bo Bryan Dally E agle) 
COLLEGE STATION, Tex., Dec. 
26.— A conscious policy of stabiliza­ 
tion of the dollar instead of the old 
method 
o f 
m aintaining its parity 
with gold was the method 
recom ­ 
mended by Dr. F. B. Clark, profes­ 
sor of economics of the College for 
overcoming 
the 
evils 
of inflation 
particularly virulent because bf the 
disruption of money standards by 
the late w ar. 
His recommendation 
was made in a lecture on the pres­ 
en t status of the money problems of 
the world 
delivered to the Social 
Science Seminar at its last mooting. 
“ If the other nations can be as 
sured of a policy of stabilization of 
the dollar then the problem of stabi­ 
lization of their moneys will be com- 
partively simple,” he said. 
M ott S ta b le C u rren cy. 
“ To bring about equilibrium we 
must have a center of stability, and 
a policy of maintaining this stabili­ 
ty ,” Dr. Clark said. 
“ It is as im­ 
possible to regain this stability in 
exchange rates without first estab­ 
lishing a center of stability as it is 
to establish a physical equilibrium 
without a pivot. 
The foremost ques­ 
tion before the world then with re­ 
gard to stabilizing the purchasing 
power is how to provide 
this pivot. 
The starting point is th at of the most 
stable currency— th a t of the United 
States. 
If the purchasing power of 
the dollar can be assured of constan­ 
cy then other nations 
can 
adjust 
their purchasing powers to that of 
the dollar and an equilibrium of ex­ 
change can be established. 
“ The fu ture of the value of gold 
is one of th e most uncertain things 
in the world. The only possible way, 
therefore, fo r the purchasing power 
of 
the 
dollar to be stabilized is 
through a conscious 
policy of sta­ 
bility.

“ The means for this 
policy of 
stabilization is already in existence, 
and there is evidence that the policy 
of stabilization has already been u n ­ 
dertaken. 
The means, of course, is 
th a t of the Federal Reserve 
Board 
acting through the Federal Reserve 
banking system. 
A very slight mod­ 
ification of the discount rate seems 
to have a powerful influence on the 
purchasing power of money. Hence, 
when 
the 
index numbers show a 


tendency for prices to rise, restric­ 
tions on loans through an increase 
in discount rates serves as a counter­ 
active. 
When prices show a tenden­ 
cy to fall, a more liberal policy of 
discounting will tend to bring them 
back up. 
The only explanation of 
the present relatively stable prices 
in the face of very high gold re ­ 
serves is that the Federal Reserve 
Board either 
consciously or uncon- 
I sciously is following this policy. 
“ O ther nations have central bank­ 
ing systems which can raise and low­ 
er the discount rates so as to main­ 
tain a stable purchasing power in 
their moneys. 
It may be true that 
purchasing power parities in the ex­ 
changes of the world will be substi­ 
tuted for mint parities bu t the world 
has m any things to gain by that, and 
it is doubful w hether it has any­ 
thing to lose if we assume a policy 
of 
m aintenance 
of 
purchasing 
powers. 
R ep u d ia tio n A n Evil. 
“ Then only th ree questions re ­ 
main to be answered, namely: W hat 
is to happen to those nations the pur- 
chasing power of whose moneys has 
vanished or practically 
vanished? 
What is to be the fu tu re of the gold 
standard? 
Will 
the 
adjustm ents 
amount to a repudiation of nation­ 
al debt? 
“ In the light of the previous dis­ 
cussions the answ er to each of these 
is not far to seek. 
F or those na­ 
tions whose currencies have depreci­ 
ated to the vanishing point the only 
real recourse is a new money. This 
may 
take the 
form of an entirely 
new invention as to name and pur­ 
chasing power or more logically the 
adoption of the currency of another 
nation the purchasing 
power 
of 
whose money is already established. 
The question as to w hether or not 
the nations will return to the gold 
standard becomes one of very small 
importance. The question of repudi­ 
ation of national debts likewise be­ 
comes relatively simple. The nations 
of the world know too well the evil 
effects of repudiation of debts. 
The 
logical way out seems to be th a t of 
honoring all national debts, funding 
them so th a t their retirem ents may 
be strung 
out over long periods of 
time, and paying them in term s of 
the 
newly 
established purchasing 
powers.”
